He got there just in 
time to join the gold hunt, and, to- 
gether with his pals, was among tha 
lucky ones. 


In those early days of strife and 


struggle he and Senator William A. 
Clarke were great friends, Clark, 
running the "general store" where 
Weaver carefully weighed out his 
gold dust in exchange for the miner's 
tools, clothes or groceries necessary 
to the life and work. It is a friend- 
ship that has endured throughout 
the years. 


Now in Juna Mr. Weaver is going 


to commence his journey over the 
famous Bozeman trail—a distance of

age next fall and winter.

nouncement is based, the 
Survey 


states, upon a nation-wide study of 
conditions in the bituminous field. 
Unless steps are taken at once, the 
Survey says, to place the mines upon 
a basis of increased production there 
is every prospect of a repetition to 
some degree of the situation that pre- 
vailed in the United States during the 
winter of 1917-18. 


The only way production can be stim- 


ulated at the present time, it is said, is^ 
by placing orders with the mines for 
coal which will be needed later on. 
"Production during the first five months 
of the year," reads the statement, "fell 
57,202.000 not tons, or approximately 
2ii% below production during the first 
five months of HOIS. Mines are produc- 
ing coal now at the rate of from 8,000,- 
000 to S.'iOO.OOO tons a week. An aver- 
age output of 10,700,000 tons a week 
must be maintained from June 1 to 
January 1 next if the country's esti- 
mated needs of 500,000,000 tons this 
year are to be met." 


Evil of Delayed Orders. 


At no time during this year has the 


rate of production approached the re- 
quired tonnage. The tendency on the 
part of buyers to hold off placing their 
orders is limiting production, as the 
mines cannot store coal at the point of 
production, and when the rush of 
orders for the winter's needs comes 
next fall there is grave danger that 
the mines, with depleted labor forces 
and the probability of less adequate 
transportation', will be unable to meet 
the demands. The result of such a sit- 
uation would be an insufficient supply 
for the requirements of domestic con- 
sumers, public .utilities and industrial 
users generally.

Food Exports 


We were told 
last fall that 
we 


must export 8,000,000 tons more of 
food in the current fiscal year than 
we did in the previous year, and a 
good many of the postejs told us that 
we had got to do this from supplies 
no greater than the year before. Of 
course, this was not true. The wheat 
crop of 1918 was nearly 8,000,000 
tons greater than that of 1917, and 
the surplus for export, as computed 
(by the head of the Grain Corpora- 
tion of the Food Administration was 
over 9,000,000 tons for the current 
fiscal year. 


Jn the more 
important items of 


food we are doing much more than 
increase 
the food exports 
Gti per 


cent; \ve are increasing them more 
than 100 per cent. In seven months 
of the currenrfiscal year our flour ex- 
ports have been aDout the same as 
in the corresponding part of the pre- 
vious year. 
But the wheat exports 


have 
increased 
from 
29,000,000 


bushels to 114,000,000 bushels. Tak- 
ing wheat and flour together the ex- 
ports °f seven months have been a 
little more than double those of the 
same part of the year before. 


In view of European food condi- 


tions it is rather singular that with 
an exportable surplus for the year of 
Close to 350,000,000 bushels, only 
about 160,000,000 bushels have been 
exported in seven months, leaving 
190,000,000 
bushels available 
for 


the next five months, without touch- 
ing the new crop. It looks as if the

MOST PRODUCTIVE HEN TYPE 


Poultry Keepers Aim to Combine Econ 


omy and Efficiency—More Eggs 


From Fewer Hens. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart 


rnent of Agriculture.) 


American poultry keepers as a class 


have always aimed to combine econ 
omy and efficiency in poultry produc- 
tion. In war-time patriotism impels 
them to extraordinary efforts in this 
direction, moving them, to do every- 
thing, and to leave nothing undone 
that will help to quickly increase the 
nation's supplies of poultry and eggs. 
It is not the high cost of feed alone, 
since America entered the war, that 
has led to more careful attention to 
the routine work in. poultry keeping, 
and to greater judgment and skill in 
feeding. 
The saving of money has 


been an incentive, but, above and be- 
yond that, every poultry keeper real- 
izes that getting better production 
from less feed is doing double duty in 
conservation and production—saving 
feed and at the same time increasing 
food. 


That American poultry keepers are, 


on the whole, more efficient in egg pro- 
duction seems to be plainly indicated 
by the fact that, as compared with the 
period before the war, market receipts 
of eggs increased more than receipts 
of poultry. Keports from persons in 
touch with production in many locali- 
ties agree that more eggs are being 
produced from the usual numbers of 
hens kept, and in many instances from 
smaller numbers. It way well be pre- 
sumed that such efficiency in one line 
of production extends to others closely 
co-ordinated with it, and that poultry 
meat is being gfown more economical- 
ly—though no common statistics indi- 
cate it, and it is not so readily ob- 
served in common practice. 


Among professional 
breeders of 


standard poultry the first result of 
war-time conditions was to emphasize 
afresh, and more effectively than ever, 
the benefits of rigid selection of breed- 
ing stock and severe culling of the 
young sto^k while growing. The high 
cost of feed hit this class of poultry 
keepers hardest because, even under 
normal conditions, a considerable part 
of their stock must be carried for quite 
a long time after coming to maturity 
before it is sold. The concentration 
of interest and industry upon things 
Immediately relating to the conduct of 
the war and the production of food 
tended to decrease the demand for 
their stock. 


So, with, stock actually costing a 


great deal more than in normal times, 
they had to face the problem of either 
reduced sales or lower prices on good 
grades of stock to attract trade. Some 
chose one alternative, some the other; 
but all adopted the policy of using only

breeders of the very best type, and so 
reducing to the lowest practical point 
the waste of feeding inferior young 
stock. 


Professional 
breeders 
were com- 


pelled to do this, because no other 
plan of economizing comparable to it 
In efficiency was open to them. Good 
feed in abundance had to be used, 
whatever the cost, or their birds would 
not attain full development and com- 
mand profitable prices. 


Their methods generally are so well 


adapted to their work that no consid- 
erable saving of time and labor is pos- 
sible. The only solution of their prob- 
lem was the exclusive production of 
poultry of the quality that would bring 
profitable prices, for in feed and care 
birds of high quality cost no more to 
produce than those of greatly inferior 
quality. 


For the professional breeder this ex- 


act adaptation of the stock to the end 
for which it is designed is a necessity. 
In the matter of producing eggs and 
meat these is not the same absolute 
necessity. The volume of production 
can be maintained, and even greatly 
Increased, by the continuance and ex- 
tension of those better practices which 
have made possible so much of the 
increase 
which has 
already been 


attained. 
But tf the producers of 


eggs and poultry for the table are 
to do their utmost to increase the 
supplies of those products, the easi- i 
est, 
the shortest 
and the surest 


way Is through general use of the 
most productive typos; that is, by the 
use on the part of every poultry keep- 
er of the most productive types in his 
stock. It is not meant that there 
should be wholesale replacement of or- 
dinary stocks by stock of strains cele- 
brated for extreme high production. 
That nny bo done to advantage in 
many instances. But with the great 
ninjority of poultry keepers Immediate 
gain in production must be made by 
£•>'><! u«5f» of surt> stock as they have.

agencies serving the A. E F., Secre- 
tary of War Newton D. Baker, who re- 
turned recently from a tour of In- 
spection and investigation of our army 
in France and the occupied portion 
of Germany, has made a public state- 
ment with reference to the magnitude 
and accomplishments of the Young 
Men's Christian Association overseas, 
which, in the words of the secretary 
of war, "by reason of its longer estab- 
lishment, its larger experiences and 
its larger facilities, had the greater 
part of this work to do, especially 
abroad." 


Thi'3 statement tvas made by Secre- 


tary Baker In connection with the award- 
Ing of the Croix de Guerre to three Y 
M. C. A. workers who served in France. 
At the request of Dr. John R. Mott, gen- 
ral secretary of the National War Work 
Council, Y II C A , made recently to the 
war department, there is an official in- 
vestigation and survey of the Red Tri- 
angle work with the A E F overseas 
now under way 
Secretary Baker gave 


high praise to its work from his own per- 
sonal observation during the war and 
since the signing of the armistice. 


"The 
Y. Si Q. A has represented the 


heart of America and has carried to sol- 
fliers abroad our affections and our ideals 
for them," said Secretary Baker. "I do 
not know If I can convey to those who 
have not had the opportunity to see what 
went on there any adequate idea of the 
character of that service, and the appre- 
ciation which the war department and 
the army of the United States feel for 
the service rendered by the Y. M. C. A., 
both at home and overseas." 


For the 11,229 Y. M. C. A. women and 


men workers sent overseas up to April 
10, Secretary Baker has only words of | 
praise 
"Honest-to-God" Americans, he 


calls them, using the language of our 
soldiers. Seventy-five of these volunteer, 
non-combatant workers are buried "over 
there," in their army khakj 
Fourteen 


were killed by shell fire in action, two of 
whom were "Y" canteen workers—Amer- 
ican women. 


Of the part(the Y "M C A played in aid- 


ing morale and keeping healthy and hap- 
py our two millions of soldiers overseas, 
he Bald. "'When we survey this superb 
army which is now corning home, with 
its broadened shoulders, bronzed cheeks, 
robust health, splendid nerve, and high 
spirit that comes with great accomplish- 
ment we must remember that among the 
formative influences that went into it 
and made it possible was this social 
spirit which was carried from home to 
the front line trenches, which shared the 
privations and dangers, was an integral 
part of the army; for in "No Man's Land,'
